Applicant reapectfully traverses the § 102(b) 
rejection over Jaspers for at least these reasons. 

Claim 9 recites a method substantially corresponding to the 
signal processing device of Claim 1 and is believed patentable for 
at least the same reasons , 

Claims 2, 7, and 10 depend from one or another of the 
independent claims discussed above and are believed patentable for 
at least the same reasons. in addition. Applicant believes Claims 
2, 7, and 10 to be independently patentable and requests separate 
consideration of each claim.
